SERVIA'S NEW KING. 


Belgrade, June 13.—The dynasty ot 


Obrenovitch has ended. The bodies 
of the king and queen were stealthily 
intombed at night in the chapel of St. 
Mark, beside other members of the 
ill-fated house that has ruled Servia. 
All day long the victims lay in rough 
coffins exposed to the gaze of those 
who had killed them and to the privi- 
leged curious. There have been un- 
pleasant evidences of the public re- 
sentment against the late royal pair. 
Some persons even spat on the re- 
mainii. The burial service was brief. 
Two priests were present, hut no high 
ecclesiastical dignitaries. The bodies 
of the royal pair were interred In a 
vault In the cemetery chapel. 


The plot ending in the assassina- 


tion of King Alexander and Queen 
Draga, the queen's two brothers, the 
Servian premier, the minister of war 
and the former minister oi war, perpe- 
trated in the dark hours of morning 
by a band of officers, and the procla- 
mation by the army of Prince Peter 
Karageorgevitch, the pretender to the 
throne, as the King of Servia, has ap- 
parently, it is said, now that 36 hours 
have passed, been accepted by the 
capital and the Servian people with- 
out a murmur. The meeting of the 
skupschtina on Monday next Is now 
looked forward to confirm the proc- 
lamation 
as king of Prince Kara- 


georgevitch and to regularize the new 
situation. 


The only new element in the situa- 


tion is a feeling among the intelligent 
classes In favor of the abolition of a 
Servian monarchy altogether and the 
creation of a republic, and this senti- 
ment is shared by at least one mem- 
ber of the provisional government. 
Difference of opinion on this point de- 
veloped at a meeting of the cabinet 
when 
the ne^ 
foreign 
minister, 


LJubonir Kalievics, expressed himself 
for the establishment of a republican 
form of government The majority -of 
the ministers, however, declared them- 
selves in favor of a new king In Prince 
Peter Karageorgevitch. They strength- 
ened their declaration by the strong 
argument that it was certain that Aus- 
tria and Russia would not counte- 
nance the creation of a republic. This 
Is the view generally shared by poli- 
ticians. 


Claim of Queen Natalie. 


The government has laid claim to 


the possessions of the late monarch. 
It is not known whether he left a for- 
tune, but It is supposed that he had 
considerable 
savings, having 
lived 


economicallv during the last decade. 
It is reported that the greater part of 
his money was deposited in England, 
but it Is questionable whether the 
money would be delivered to the Ser- 
vian government The opinion here is 
that all belongs to the state, even in- 
cluding the king's foreign invest- 
ments. It is possible that former 
Queen Natalie may also appear as an 
heiress. Queen Draga was in receipt 
of 30,000 gulden ($14.550) monthly, 
and also had great savings, which wilf 
be handed over to her three sisters. 


The. following is a narrative of the 


revolution given by men who took an 
tctive part In It: 


Army officers to the number of 90, 


From almost every garrison in Servia, 
took part In the revolt. Each had his 
fluty to perform and the plans were 
carefully laid and skillfully executed, 
astlfltanoe from within was rendered 
by members of the king's bodyguard. 


After Minor encounters at the en- 


trance to the grounds and also at the 
palhce door, the revolutionists pressed 
forward, when suddenly the electric 
light gave out. All stood la darkness, 
to tto* juaiust excitement, and feel- 
toe tMr wmy, the rvrotaUonJsts

lit them". This seemingly slight cir- 
cumstance was decisive to the whole 
action. Without light they could not 
have found the victims, who fled from 
their sleeping apartment, being star- 
tled by the shots, through corridors 
and numerous rooms, and might have 
escaped, but part'of the officers with 
burning candles and others with pis- 
tols commenced to search for the king 
and queen. In breathless haste the 
conspirators ran through the rooms, 
opened wardrobes and looked behind 
Curtains In vain. In the anteroom 
connecting with the corridor between 
the old and new konak the sergeant 
of the gendarmes was sleeping. Awak- 
ening, he stepped before the revolu- 
tionists, who felled him. 


Burst In With an Ax. 


At last Queen Draga's servant was 


found. He wounded Captain Dimlt- 
revlc severely, but was spared until 
he showed the officers where King 
Alexander and Queen Draga had se- 
creted themselves. When he had told 
this he was shot. 
Colonel Maschin 


now Joined the revolutionists and led 
them back to the sleeping apartment, 
where th,e kjng's adjutant tried to hin- 
der the search. 
After a search a 


small door leading Into an alcove was 
discovered, but it was locked. It was 
broken in with an ax, and here th* 
royal copole were found In undress. 
The older officers first intended forc- 
ing the king to abdicate, but the 
young officers were in no mood to be 
held back, and shot at the royal 
couple. Nobody knows in the excite- 
ment who shot first, but it is gener- 
ally said that Lieutenant Kistics fired 
first. 


After the murder King Alexander's 


body was found covered with blood. 
That of Queen Draga was badly torn 
by bullets. The report that the bodies 
were thrown out of the window into 
the garden is untrue. The young offi- 
cers intended to do so, but Colonel 
Maschin 
prevented 
it, 
exclaiming 


"that would be barbarous." 
All the 


servants of the royal family fled when 
the first shots were heard with the 
exception of Queen Draga's servant, 
who was found dead. Shortly after 2 
o'clock all was over. 
Colonel Mas- 


chin 'ssued from 
the gate of the 


konak, around which great crowds had 
collected, and made a speech, saying: 
"We have now destroyed the dynasty 
of the Obrejiovics and have got rid of 
the dishonorable woman who was the 
king's evil spirit. Long live Servia." 
The people responded, "Long live the 
army." 


REPEATS 
DISCLAIMER. 


New King of Servia Denies Being a 


Party to the Plot. 


Geneva, June 13.—Prince Peter Kar- 


ageorgevitch, the newly proclaimed 
King of Servia, gave an interview in 
which he repeated his disclaimer of 
any complicity, direct or indirect, in 
the assassination of King Alexander 
and Queen Draga. He expressed his 
detestation of the crime, and gave a 
brief outline of his political»tenden- 
cies. Replying to a series of direct 
questions, Prince Peter said: "I was 
first informed of the royal tragedy en- 
acted at Belgrade by a telegram re- 
ceived from a cousin of mine in Vien- 
na, the following morning. Later a 
Montenegrin friend 
confirmed 
the 


news, which till then I had regarded 
as unofficial. I have received numer- 
ous messages of congratulation, but 
that is all. I calmly await the trend of 
events. So long as no formal pro- 
posals reach me I have no reason to 
leave Geneva and I will remain here. 
No one has yet asked me to return to 
Servia. No one has yet offered me 
the crown. I Cm eren without news 
of the members of my family who re- 
side In Belgrade. My opinion of the 
executions ot the King and Queen of 
Servia is this: I deeply regret that it 
has been thought necessary to «hed 
streams of blood. "I formally disap- 
prove of the violent measures. It 
would haw suffload to force King Al- 
exander to sign his abdication. Re-

started home after supper. 


Mr. and Mrs. Haver who live about 


two miles 
from

along the road to Morns' house were 
awakened about midnight 
by some 


one trying to burst in the door. Mr. 
Haver called out to know who was 
there but Morris did not 
answer. 


When asked what he wanted, Morris 
blurted out "money!" 


Mr. Haver and his wife were thor- 


oughly frightened by this time and 
Mr. Haver fired his shot gun through 
the lower part of die door, hoping 
to scare the man away. Morris went 
away for a time but returned to the 
dining-room window and attempted to 
raise it. 
This time Haver shot di- 


rectly at him and the load entered

t i - 
the right side of his abdomen 
and 


lodged there. 


He lived about "three hours. 
Dr. 


Hosick of Newcomerstown was sum- 
moned but was unable 
to save the 


man. Mr. Haver is deeply moved by 
what he did but shot the man only 
as a last resort. 


It* is not known whether Morris in- 


tended to burglarize the house 
or 


whether he simply lost his way. He 
remained conscious for some time but 
nothing- could be learned from his 
conversation as he was still under the 
influence of liquor 


Undertaker D. L, Lydick of New-- 


oomerstown, was summoned and the 
remains were taken to his undertak- 
ing establishment this morning. The 
funeral will be held Sunday afternoon 
at three o'clock and interment made 
at Peoples' church. 


Morris was about thirty-five years 


cf age and lived on a farm with his 
father. They are respected people ot 
that community and the affair is a 
very sad one.

Washington, June 13.—The navy de- 


partment has made public the plans 
for a general naval staff as formulated 
by the naval general board and sub- 
mitted to Secretary Moody. 


The adoption of it by congress would 


mean a reorganization of the navy de- 
partment. Under the new scheme the 
secretary of the navy stands at toe 
head of the department, and in his ab- 
sence the assistant secretary. Under 
the latter's control are placed all the 
bureaus of the "department with, th* 
exception of the bureau of navigation. 


In charge of the military end of the 


department will be the naval ranking 
officer on duty at the department, who 
will have the position as chief of the 
general staff and probably rank a» 
vice admiral. 


This officer will be responsible t* 


the secretary for the movements and 
organizations of fleets and for all OMt> 
tern relating to the personnel ot UM 
service. 


Under the chief of staff there win b* 


three grand divisions of the general,, 
staff, to be known as the division ot 
the personnel, of the fleet and of war 
plans.

rag ot war plans and the dlreottofc 
the work of all branches ot tk» •( 
sral staff.

Every Indication Points to * Hard- 


Pought Battle Between Landlord* 
*nd Member* of the Hotel Workers' 
Colon—BuhlueM Is Badly Crippled. 
Sympathetic Strike May Follow. 


Chicago, June 13. — Twenty-five of 


the leading hotels in Chicago are now 
badly crippled In all departments as 
a result of the strike of the hotel 
workers, which has been impending 
tor several weeks and has now ma- 
terialized. 
' 


All of the hotels are running, how- 


ever, and the proprietors declare that 
the establishments will remain open 
for business at any cost 
The first 


call to the employes of the hotels to 
go on strike was made by the walking 
delegates Friday morning, and since 
that time the delegates have been vis- 
iting the different hotels represented 
in the Hotel Keepers' association and 
have been calling out the help. 


In several places the walking dele- 


gates were refused 
admission and 


were compelled to signal the employes 
from the outside. In others the strike 
leaders were met with the declaration 
that there was no need of making a 
call on the men to go out, the hotel 
proprietors telling the help it would 
be necessary to get out and stay out 
until the trouble was over. The last 
hotels in which strikes were declared 
were the Virginia, the Great Northern, 
the Brevoort and the Union. The com- 
plete list of hotels in which the em- 
ployes have left follows: Auditorium, 
Auditorium Annex, Sherman House, 
Grand 
Pacific, 
Stratford, 
Palmer 


House, Brings House, Bismarck, Kal- 
serhof, Thomsons, VH€oria, Welling- 
ton, Lakota, Chicago Beach, Delprado, 
Vendome, Hyde Park, Windermere, 
Metropole, Kenwood, Holland, Great 
Northern, Virginia, Brevoort, Union. 


Hotel Signs Scale. 


The Lexington hotel signed the 


scale presented by the union five min- 
utes after the help had been called 
out 
There is every indication that 


the strike will be hard fought before 
one side or the other gives in. The 
hotel proprietors declare that the de- 
mands made by the men are unrea- 
sonable, and the unions claim to have 
not been fairly treated, by the propri- 
etors, in that the proprietors agreed 
to treat as individuals with the unions 
and have not done so. 


The proprietors have agreed to sub- 


mit nearly every point at issue to 
arbitration, but to this the unions will 
not consent 
They insist that their 


demands for higher wages and shorter 
hours be granted before they will arbi- 
trate anything, and insist also upon 
the absolute recognition of the union. 
The unions also demand that the 
members of the Hotel Keepers' asso- 
ciation come to the officers of the em- 
ployes' organization as individuals 
and not as members of any associa- 
tion. 


The strikers made efforts to divert 


supplies from the hotels, but were not 
successful to any considerable extent 
The employes have hopes of bringing 
to their aid the members of the team- 
sters' and engineers' unions in order 
to keep food out of the hotels and to 
deprive the establishments of a sup- 
ply of hot water 
Present prospects 


are that the strikers will be dlsap- 
oolnted in,these hopes.
